fund care for Somerset’s ageing population will be 
considered by the county council’s Cabinet next 
month. 


The most recent funding settlement confirmed the 
continued reduction of government funding for Som¬ 
erset, with a further £20million being removed for 
2016/17. 

At the same time, the settlement gave permission 
for the county to raise council tax by an additional 
two per cent to fund adult social care. 

That two per cent rise would see the average band 
D household pay an extra £20 a year towards caring 
for Somerset’s elderly population. 

And it comes as the council considers a further 1.99 
per cent increase to council tax for other essential 
services, making its share of council tax bills rise by 
3.99 per cent in total. 

If agreed, the two rises would be the first increases 
in the council’s share of tax for six years and add 
around £40 a year to bills. 

But there is also a proposal for an additional 1.25 
per cent increase to the county council element of 
council tax, on behalf of the Somerset Rivers Author¬ 
ity to fund the flood prevention work, which has re¬ 
ceived no central government funding for 2016/17. 

The Cabinet will decide whether or not to recom¬ 
mend the budget proposals, which also include sav¬ 
ings of around £8million, to full council which meets 
on February 17th. 

“This is a truly challenging budget,” said Councillor 
Harvey Siggs, Cabinet member with responsibility 
for resources. 

“Reductions in funding have been drastic while de¬ 
mand increases and factors like inflation and the in¬ 
troduction of the national living wage also have to be 
met. 


“We would still have one of the lowest council tax 
levels in the country, but our element of council tax 
would go up by around £52 a year for the average 
household, including around £12 for the SRA. I know 
that’s not easy for many hard-working families, but it 
does mean less than £1 per week extra to protect some 
incredibly important services at a time of unprece¬ 
dented pressure on our resources.” 

The savings plans for 2016/17 going before Cabinet 
total £7.8million and include: 

• Approximately 90 posts to be lost from various 
parts of the council; 

• A £200,000 reduction in costs to be achieved 
through changes in library services; 

• A £500,000 reduction in subsidies for bus services; 

• A £762,000 reduction in funding for Pathways for 
Adults (P4A Services); 

• £136,000 of extra savings from the Somerset waste 
Partnership Board. 

“We are prioritising services for the vulnerable,” 
added leader of the council, John Osman. 

“And with more than £100million taken from our 
budget over the last five years, very difficult decisions 
have to be made and will be being made by local au¬ 
thorities across the country. 

“We will continue to lobby for fairer funding for 
Somerset, pushing for a funding formula that properly 
takes account of the challenges and costs of providing 
services in a rural county like ours.”

AXMINSTER 
Jail for children's 
charity runner 

A CHILDREN’S charities fundraiser from Axmin- 
ster has been jailed after pleading guilty to four 
counts of making and possessing indecent im¬ 
ages of children. 

Shaun Patrick Richardson, of Old Coach House, 
Church Street, Axminster, appeared at Swindon 
Crown Court on Friday and was sentenced to 16 
months. 

It is understood the 48-year-old moved to 
Axminster after police raided his home in Wilt¬ 
shire in 2013, and took the name Jack. 

He was known locally for combining running 
with fundraising in aid of children's charities. 

In 2014, he ran the Amsterdam Marathon in aid 
of two charities - The NSPCC and Love 146, the 
latter working to end child trafficking and ex¬ 
ploitation. 

A Wiltshire Police spokesman said last Friday: 
1 ‘Our officers worked long and hard to secure a con¬ 
viction, having to plough through a large volume of 
material, stretching back more than five years. 

Richardson will also be subject to a ten-year 
sexual prevention order and placed on the Sex 
Offenders' Register for ten years. 


SEATON & BEER 

Anger over beach 
huts' rent hike 


BEACH hut rent increases in Seaton and Beer have 
been slammed by tenants and a local councillor. 

The increases were expected, but no one was 
expecting them to be so high. 

East Devon District Council (EDDC) has de¬ 
fended the move, saying it had under-charged in 
the past. But the council has been hit by friendly 
fire, with Beer and Branscombe councillor Geoff 
Pook calling the move “fundamentally flawed''. 

There are different packages and different rates 
depending on location but, in short, rates will al¬ 
most double by summer 2017. 

For example, a Beer deal for hut and site which 
cost £315.83 last year will go up to £461 this year 
before jumping to £606 next year before VAT. 

A spokesperson for EDDC said: 1 We want to cre¬ 
ate a more open and fairer system, and at the 
same time, we want to encourage people who 
have beach huts, sites and chalets to value them 
more, to make more use of them or to let others 
have the opportunity to rent one. 

1 ‘All hirers will also be charged for their national 
non-domestic rates (NNDR) - a tax on properties 
which are not used for domestic purposes." 

The spokesperson added: “At Budleigh and 
Seaton we will now provide only sites and hirers 
will be responsible for supplying/maintaining 
their own huts."

Town bus service to 
run two days a week 

OTTERY St Mary bus users can breathe a sigh of 
relief after it was announced that the town's bus 
service will continue after funding was agreed by 
Devon County Council.

An award so richly deserved 




IN AN initiative which sees the Prime Minister ho¬ 
nouring those who make a real difference in their 
communities by volunteering, it is difficult to 
think of a more deserving recipient than Daniel 
Lavery, founder of the Honiton-based Devon 
Freewheelers organisation. 

The “Points of Light” award adopted by David 
Cameron recognises outstanding volunteers in a 
similar scheme that was established in America 
by former President George W. Bush.

Shelly was rushed to hospital whilst on a visit 
to Northern Ireland and it was a delivery of 
blood by a bike volunteer that saved both their 
lives and it was this event that inspired Daniel 
to set up Devon Freewheelers. 

After returning to Devon with everybody fit 


and healthy, Daniel discovered that Devon was 
one of a few counties that didn’t have a volun¬ 
tary blood bike service. 

In selecting Daniel for the award, the first De¬ 
vonian in over a year to be honoured, David 
Cameron said: “He has inspired dozens of other 
volunteers to give their time to transport ur¬ 
gent medical supplies and I am delighted to 
recognise Daniel’s service by making him the 
UK’s 459th Point of Light.” 

Devon Freewheelers maintain a fleet of 19 
motorcycles, three rapid response cars and two 
emergency all-terrain vehicles. It costs 
£150,000 to run the charity and it is hoped that 
Daniel’s recognition will encourage more peo¬ 
ple to give their support.

A SOUTH Somerset company is sending its employ¬ 
ees out on the road with Transporting Somerset to get 
a close-up view of how its products are used.

County drops plans to reduce bus pass 
subsidies after residents give feedback 


A PLAN to reduce a discretionary bus pass subsidy 
on community transport has been dropped. 

Somerset County Council (SCC) said the decision 
came as a result of residents’ feedback. 

SCC decided to scrap a proposed drop in its 50 
per cent discretionary subsidy for free bus pass 
users who use community transport. It had been 
proposed that the subsidy would fall to 25 per cent. 

But other proposed changes to the council’s dis¬ 
cretionary policy for concessionary bus pass hold¬ 
ers will still be put to Cabinet vote on Monday, 
February 8th and, if approved, to full council later 
in February. 

A spokesperson said: “There is increasing, on¬ 
going pressure on the Council’s budget due to dra¬ 
matic reductions in central government funding and 
heightened demand for its core, vital services. 

“The review of the discretionary Bus Pass Policy 
is part of the council’s efforts to find efficiencies 
and savings to help it bridge its funding gap.” 

Councillor David Fothergill, Cabinet member for 
Highways and Transport, said: “This was always a 
very difficult decision to consider but when our 
funding has been so sharply cut, difficult decisions 
are the only ones left to take. 

“We’ve listened long and hard to residents’ feed¬ 
back to these proposals and we have heard loud and 
clear just how important this subsidy is, particularly 
in rural areas. 

“We are therefore going to meet the £80,000 sav¬ 
ing from reserves, which in itself a tough decision 
when our general reserves - the reserves we have 
some control over - are at the minimum recom¬ 
mended level. 

“Balancing this year’s budget has been incredibly 
hard, but I am glad we have been able to respond 
to the public concern on this subject. 

“I would like to extend my huge thanks again to

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Local town crier joins world record attempt 


TOWN crier David Craner, who represents 
Crewkerne, Beaminster and Seaton, was 
among those to take part in a record breaking 
event for the largest town cry, having first 
helped to set it in 2008. 

Guinness World Record attempt took place at 
The Swanage School in Dorset, where students 
and teachers joined in with a group of criers for 
the big cry. Wearing hats they had made ear¬ 
lier in the day and ringing bells of all descrip¬ 
tion, including using mobile phone apps, the 
youngsters enthusiastically joined in. 

Numbers were closed on the day but, thanks 
to extra volunteer Rachael Aplin from The 
Royal Oak , where the criers had taken their 
lunch, the record was just broken with 281 par¬ 
ticipants. 

The Guinness World Record, previously held 
by Dorchester Town Promotion Campaign, was 
set with 280 participants on September 7th 
2008. 

Swanage Town Crier and current South of 
England Champion, Andrew Fleming, whose 
son attends The Swanage School, had first 
mooted the idea to break the record several 
months ago at a parents evening, and had spo¬ 
ken to the pupils at an assembly two weeks 
previously. He gathered eight other members 
of the town crier circuit to add colour and vol¬ 
ume to the day, including Mr Craner and others 
who had taken part in the original record at¬ 
tempt. 

Mr Fleming said that part of the exercise was 
to teach the students that towc crying must be 
both respectful and respectable, and that it 
wasn’t just about shouting in the street. 

The town criers were all introduced by Mr 
Fleming before they started and each gave 
their own unique “oyez' at competition volume. 


Everyone then warmed up their voices with 
some silly noises which gave the students a 
great laugh before the cry itself. 

Afterwards, students were offered a signed 
certificate by one of the town criers to state 
they had become a world record holder. 

Head teacher Tristram Hobson, sporting his 
own paper hat also joined in the fun, and com¬ 
mented: “The Swanage School students and 
staff were delighted to take part in a new world 
record attempt for the largest number of peo¬ 
ple to carry out a simultaneous cry. 

‘ ‘Whilst it was a chance to have a bit of fun on 
a Friday afternoon, it was also a chance to re¬ 
flect on our shared heritage. 

“Despite being a small school with only 270 
students on roll, we were able to create a lot of 
noise in our record-breaking cry which cele¬ 
brated the Swanage community.”

Grace Scribbins of the Neroche Junior 2 team won 
the individual speaker prize, the topic being Key 
Stage 2 SATS. 

The event was sponsored by Greenslade Taylor 
Hunt, and Rotary President Linda Piggott-Vijeh 
greeted everyone by saying: “This year we have more 
teams than ever participating. It is always a thrill to 
come and listen to these young people as they demon¬ 
strate their presentation and debating abilities. 

“I am delighted that Rotary can play a small part in 
helping them to develop such important skills that 
will have an impact on their futures.” 

Teams discussed and debated a wide range of topi¬ 
cal subjects, both serious and light-hearted, including 
the disparity of pay between soldiers, the police and 
movie stars, the effect of cyber bullying and the ne¬ 
cessity of oil drilling. 

The judges - Charles Clark of Greenslade Taylor 
Hunt, along with Richard D'Rosario, head of English 
at Wadham School, and drama teacher Anna Bower- 
man - had a tough job as they went about their delib¬ 
erations. 

The 10 and 11 year olds provided ample evidence 
that there are some great orators for the future. 

Freddie Longley, from Hambridge School, whose 
personality shone through loud and clear, spoke with 
passion and personality on the topic of pay disparity, 
gaining cheers from the audience. 

Linda added: “What a joy to see the maturity of 
these smartly turned out young people as they spoke 
with such high levels of confidence, with few notes, 
in front of a large audience. Many of their presenta¬ 
tions were thought-provoking, especially the one re¬ 


lating to SATS. 

“In addition to citing their own experiences and 
opinions of their chosen subject matter, they had 
clearly carried out a good deal of background re¬ 
search enabling them to give both sides of the argu¬ 
ment. 

“They also made a positive effort to engage the au¬ 
dience with props and humour as they gave self-as¬ 
sured responses to some tough impromptu questions. 

“What was particularly impressive was their gen¬ 
erosity towards their fellow competitors. This is cer¬ 
tainly a lesson that many of our politicians could 
learn. 

“Of course, none of this could be achieved without 
the support of the teachers who coached and guided 
them. This is all carried out in their own time, pro¬ 
viding a clear indication of their commitment.” 

In summing up on behalf of the judging panel Mr 
Clark highlighted the social conscience of the topics 
selected. Providing advice to the teams for their future 
development, he and the other judges commented on 
the importance of each team working together and the 
importance of each individual role. 

The scoring out of 100, was distributed between the 
team members, with the main speaker able to gain 50 
marks. 

In awarding the individual speaker prizes it was 
agreed that, because of the difficult task of choosing 
between them, there would be two runner-up prizes 
awarded. Both Freddie Longley (Hambridge A team) 
and Emily Truong (Swanmead C team) were high¬ 
lighted for their mixture of oratorical delivery and in¬ 
tellectual thought and individuality. 

Grace Scribbins (Neroche Junior 2) was, however, 
awarded the individual prize as it was felt that 
amongst such a wealth of talent she rose to the occa¬ 
sion wonderfully. 

When it came to awarding the overall team prize it 
was felt that Swanmead C team were deserving run¬ 
ner-up for their witty delivery of their topic “Is Text 
Slang Taking Over The 21st Century?”, but they were 
pipped to the post by Combe St Nicholas and their 
debate on sugar tax.

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Charity seeking volunteers to help

A LOCAL charity is seeking volunteers for a new 
service to help people with dementia to keep doing 
the things they love. 

Side by Side is a free service from Alzheimer’s 
Society that provides one-to one support, making 
it easier for people with dementia, who might 
sometimes feel isolated or find it difficult to leave 
their homes, remain active and feel part of their 
local community. 

A survey by Alzheimer’s Society found 40 per 
cent of people with dementia in Wales, England 
and Northern Ireland, have felt lonely recently 
(Dementia 2014). There is strong evidence that life 
satisfaction in general for older people is positively 
correlated with levels of activity. Social activity 
and social support are thought to be directly related 
to better physical and cognitive function and help 
slow down the rate of decline. 

Katherine Pratt, deputy manager of the charity’s 
Side by Side service in Somerset, said: “This new 
service focuses on enabling people with dementia 
to lead more fulfilling lives and to continue to take

Volunteering could range 
from providing support once a week to once a fort¬ 
night at a time that works for the volunteer and 
person with dementia. 

“It might be taking a walk in the park, a visit to 
a cafe or a chat over the phone, sounds simple, but 
it can make a huge difference to someone’s life.” 

By 2017 we want every person with dementia in 
England, Wales and Northern Ireland to have op¬ 
portunity to access Side by Side. 

The service will help grow Dementia Friendly 
Communities by building local networks for peo¬ 
ple with dementia, bringing opportunity and 
widening what people with dementia can bring to 
their community, reducing stigma and social ex¬ 
clusion.

A FORMER RAF intelligence officer living in 
Australia has chosen Crewkerne as the launch pad 
for a UK book tour.

Upwardly mobile - the new 367PS Audi RS Q3 performance 


THE ranks of the new Audi ‘RS per¬ 
formance' range offering RS enthu¬ 
siasts even more power and pace 
have swelled again this week with 
the arrival of the new RS Q3 per¬ 
formance. Joining RS 6 and RS 7 per¬ 
formance variants in the new wave 
of models positioned above 'stan¬ 
dard' RS equivalents, the RS Q3 per¬ 
formance uses an increased 367PS 
output to deliver even more excep¬ 
tional acceleration on the ascent to 
an elevated 167mph top speed, and 
features equipment enhancements 
which also distance it visually from 
its namesake. 

Five-cylinder fury in the new RS 
Q3 performance is guaranteed by a 
revised version of the 2.5-litre TFSI 
unit which an international panel of 
automotive journalists has named 
the “International Engine of the 
Year" in its category six years in a 
row. Here, the cooling capacity of 
the main radiator has been in¬ 
creased and the fuel pump has been 
modified to liberate 27PS more 
power. Peak torque of 465 Nm 
(343.0 Ibaft) is available between 
1,625 and 5,550 rpm, helping the 
top-ranking compact SUV to break 
through the 62mph barrier from rest 
in just 4.4 seconds (RS Q3 4.8) and 
to reach a top speed of 167mph (RS 
Q3 electronically limited to 155mph), 
yet the result of the combined con¬ 
sumption test is a creditable 


32.8mpg, which corresponds to 203 
grams C02 per km. 

The seven-speed S tronic trans¬ 
mission with tight ratios that com¬ 
plement the engine's performance 
characteristics can take care of ex¬ 
tremely rapid shifts itself or leave 
the driver to change gears manually 
using the shift paddles on the stan¬ 
dard RS multifunction steering 
wheel. When the Audi drive select 
dynamic handling system - a stan¬ 
dard feature - is in its dynamic mode 
each gear change is accompanied by 
double-declutching. 

The quattro permanent all-wheel 
drive system smoothly delivers the 
engine's power to the road via a hy¬ 
draulically actuated, electronically 
controlled multi-plate clutch. Power is 
distributed automatically between 
the front and rear axles as needed, 
and even selectively to each wheel 
thanks to the networked Electronic 
Stabilization Control (ESC), which fea¬ 
tures a further enhanced sport mode 
affording even greater adjustability. 

RS-specific sports suspension 

Complementing quattro is taut RS 
sport suspension which lowers the 
body by 20 millimetres compared 
with the standard Q3 and perfectly 
translates the propulsive power into 
incisive and rewarding handling. RS 
sport suspension plus with damper 
control is available as an option, and 
can adjust the dynamic parameters 


between Comfort, Auto and Dy¬ 
namic settings via the Audi drive se¬ 
lect dynamic handling system. 

The exterior design with its typical 
RS design details underscores the 
distinctive appearance of the Audi 
high-performance models. These 
include the purposefully styled 
bumpers with large air inlets up 
front, the heavily profiled diffuser in¬ 
sert at the rear and the gloss black 
honeycomb grilles. 

The exterior of the RS Q3 per¬ 
formance is also distinguishable 
from the 'standard' RS Q3 through 
additional matt titanium-look de¬ 
tailing applied to the frame of the air 
inlet duct, the Singleframe grille, the 
lateral flaps in the air inlets, the trim 
strips at the side windows, the ex¬ 
terior mirror housings, the roof rails, 
the upper edge of the diffuser and 
the fins of the roof edge spoiler. To 
maximise the differentiation, the 
new paint finish Ascari blue metallic 
is also exclusively available as an op¬ 
tion for the RS Q3 performance. 

RS-specific 20-inch ‘performance 
exclusive' alloy wheels with a matt ti¬ 
tanium finish which complements the 
exterior detailing are standard, and red 
calipers bearing the RS logo are visible 
within them. These are also available 
in black at no extra charge. 

The dynamic line of the exterior 
design is echoed in the interior. The 
dial instruments feature grey faces, 


white dials and red needles. Sports 
seats finished in Alcantara and 
leather with honeycomb stitching in 
blue are standard for UK models, 
and the blue accents are also applied 
to elements such as the RS sport 
leather steering wheel, the selector 
lever gaiter, the centre armrest and 
the floor mats. Inlays in carbon twill 
blue, in which a blue thread is woven 
into the carbon material, continue 
the theme into the dashboard and 
door mouldings. 

Equipment levels befit the RS 
badge, and externally include all- 
LED headlights with LED daytime 


running lights and tail lights, privacy 
glass, powered tailgate operation 
and the Audi advanced key system 
affording keyless entry and starting. 
Inside, features such as front seat 
heating, the Audi Music Interface 
channeled through the 180-watt 
Audi Sound System, satellite navi¬ 
gation and front and rear parking 
sensors ensure that the prodigious 
performance is delivered as com¬ 
fortably and conveniently as Audi 
drivers rightfully expect.
